1.* Near Johannesburg, South Africa. Barragwanath Hospital for natives and 
Eurafricans. 


2, Another view of Barragwanath Hospital. This was originally an Italian = 
Prisoner of war camp. 


About 8 or 10 miles west of Johamesburg, this sign appears on a 
chicken farm. The word "Europeans", at the top was added because 
the sign received such publicity in the newspapers, discussing 
discrimination! The natives are educated enough to be able to 

read and understand the sign which is “Danger. Europeans, Natives, 
Indians & Coloreds. If you enter these premises at night, you will 
be listed as missing. Armed guards shoot on sight. Savage dogs 
devour the corpse. You have been warned!" 


About 40 miles south of Johannesburg. New govenment housing for 
natives called Van der byl Park, near the steel mills.

9. In the lowveldt (plains) of what we call Tongalend of Natal Province. 
/Spproximately 26 50S > 32 00K/. Looking W toward the Ubombo Mountains. 


10. From same spot as picture #9, facing generally NW. This is typical 
terrain in the area. oh 
wele oe 4 32 4 ral 
11. Pongola River ferry, located between Mangwazana and Ndumu, Natal, 
South Africa. /Approximately 27 258, 32 00B/. It is the only crossing 
point in the vicinity. oo 


12. Mission stations at Esinceni, Swaziland (near Bremersdorp [26 2985 
31 2257.) Picture taken looking E. 


13. In the Bulunga mountain area, Swaziland. About 30 miles NW of 
Esinceni in the lowlands area. A mission station was established 
here, but due to the health conditions, had to be moved. 


14. At the border of Southern Rhodesia and Portuguese East Africa. 
{Approximately 16 255, 31 55E/. The border marking is down the 
road just a bit. Taken looking N from north of Mavuradona (or 
Mavuradontha). 


15. Near Rusambo, Southern Rhodesia /Approximately 16 40s, 32 128/, 
about ten miles from the Portuguese East African border. 


15a. Near Rusambo, Southern Rhodesia, facing generally Ss. 


16. Brickmaking at Mavuradona, Southern Rhodesia. The bricks are shaped 
by putting the mud into the forme which make two or three at a time. 
They are turned out to dry a bit in the sun. When dry enough, they 
are bullt into a structure such as on the right. A fire is built 
inside for 36 hours, and then the bricks are dry enough to use. Most 
of them will be very satisfactory for local building necessities. 


17. Three or four miles downstream from Chirundu, Southern Rhodesia 
/Kpproximately 15 58S, 29 OOET on the Zembesi River. A bridge off 
the picture to the left link® Northern and Southern Rhodesia. on 
the southern bank of the river, back of me as I took the picture, 
sugar companies are developing a processing plant. One of the 


engineers told me that one end of the bridge is several feet lower 
than the other, 
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Fields east of Bethelehem, Jordan. 

The Jordan River, looking E where it bends near the General Allenby 
Bridge. The guard would not let me take pictures of the bridge so 
I took this while standing on it. 


Baghdad, Iraq, refugee camp in the W part of the city. We were not 
supposed to photograph these camps. 


Portugal. 01d fort about 3/4 of a mile SW of city of Santiago de 
Cacem (S of Lisbon). Taken looking SE about 6 pm. 
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
